iloscatrecase. on its southern declivi- 
,y, has been transformed into a gray 
aland of ruin by the ashes from the 
irater of the volcano. Torrents of 
iquid fire, resembling in the distance 
serpents with glittering yellow and 
ilack scales, are coursing in-nil direc- 
tions nmid rumblings, detonations and 
earth 
tremblings, 
while a pall of 


sulphurous smoke that hovers over all 
nakos breathing difficult. 
The streams of lava are resistless. 


They snap like pipe stems the trunks 
of chestnut trees hundreds of years 
old and blight with their torrid breath 
;he blooms on tho peach trees before 
,he 
trees 
themselves have been 


reached. 
The molten streams do not 


spare the homes of the peasants and 
when these have been razed they dash 
into the wells as though seeking to 
slake their thirst; and after filling

mountain side.

Tho following order has been issued 


by State Horticultural Commissioner 
Cooper and appoved by Gov. Pardee, 
in accordance with tho quarantine 
laws of tho State. 
"Whereas, information 
has been 


received by this commission to the 
effect that the White Fly (Aloyrodes 
citri) is prevalent in the States of 
Florida and Louisiana, and that it is 
found upon a wide range of plants 
and trees in those States, whore it is 
a serious, costly and uncontrollable 
post, and that oranges, lemons, citrun 
and other nursery stock, as well as 
herbaceous and other plants, are in- 
fested with said Whit'* Fly; and, 
"Whereas, said Aleyrodos citrl does 


not exist, nor over has existed upon 
any fruit, trees or plants In the State 
of California; and, 


"Whereas, there is great danger to 


be apprehended to the fruit Industry 
of this State from the Importation of 
nursery stock, trees, fruits or plants 
from infected sections of Florida and 
Louisiana; therefore, 
"It is declared, that a horticultural 


quarantino bo, and is hereby estab- 
lished against all fruit and nursery 
stock and plants imported from the 
Htates of Florida and Louisiana into 
the State of California, and all horti- 
cultural commissioners and local in- 
spectors are hereby Instructed to hold 
any and all such 
plants, fruit or 


nursery stock, subject to the shippers 
thereof, for exportation out of the 
State, and to fake every necessary 
precaution to prevent tho introduc- 
tion of the said White Fly into their 
districts."

Tho situation has linen duplicated 


HO many, ninny times, sa.yn tlio Pacific 
Wookly, of tlio sheep-cattio fond, that 
0110 incident lias become typical. A. 
settler who IIIIH perhaps n few acres of 
liottom land in which to grow n little 
alfalfa runs a few dozen head of cattle 
on tho bench range back from tho 
creek. Ho may have boon there a 
long time; lie may havo just ('01110 in- 
to tho country. At all events ho camo 
first. 
Ho is a resident (if tho county 


and a taxpayer. 
Ho may not own a 


foot of that range, bnt its existence 
is what brought homo to that part of 
tho country and made it worth his 
while to maintain that little Iiome- 
Htead. There IN enough range along 
tho crook conntry for all tho settlors; 
at any rate they do not quarrel for it, 
and if tho range runs short near at 
hand they drive their cattle back into 
tho hills. One day the settlor takes 
his family 
and drives otr to some 


town, say tlfty or a hundred miles 
away, and is gone for several days. 
When he comes back he hardly knows 
his place. .His few acres of inclosure, 
perhaps, havo not boon touched, bnt 
for miles around tho gro ind is barren 
and cnt by tiny hoofs. 
A band of 


several 
thousand 
sheep 
piuming 


through tho country has stopped in 
his neighborhood for a few days. His 
cattle and horses have either gone 
back int.it the hills to Ibid something 
on which to live, or they are standing 
about tho homestead with a downcast 
air. 
When that settler turns and 


looks his family in tho face ho de- 
clares war. Ho curses "those vermin" 
sheep. 
And If tho 
destruction of 


range has not been complete that ho 
In driven out of the conntry the next 
shoophorder who appears on tlio crest 
of the hill finds himself met by a stern 
looking man who says "(lit," and tho 
shcephorder "trits. " Otherwise ho in 
liable to lid surprised in the middle 
of the night, and 
left, bound in tho 


sage brush, while his sheep are shot 
and scattered 
to 
be the prey of 


coyotes. 


'['his struggle 
between the cattle 


and sheep men is an economic prob- 
lem. 
It will know no settlement un- 


til the whole country 
in under fence. 
It began away over in Texas and in 
the Indian Territory, and has worked 
across the country, until now it is 
more active in Central Oregon than 
any where else. 
I'W 
twenty 
years 
there has been trouble in Colorado, 
.Hands of thousands of sheep have been 
shot down and driven over precipicem. 
in that State. The same thing has 
happened iti Wyoming, bnt that In 
largely a fenced country now. Tlio 
struggle also existed In Idaho, but 
WUH never so very bad, on account of 
tlio topography of the country. 
The 


shoep moil largely control the district 
south of the Salmon Elver, while to 
the north of the Salmon Rivet1 there 
are practically no sheep, and tho cattlf" 
own the country. The mountains beg 
tween the two sections of tho State 
form a natural "dead line."

or dishonor. 


We hear more about delinquencies of. all sorts than 


we did when tho facilities for gathering news were 
meager. 
And every little village and country cross- 


roads even has its self-appointed oracle, who may not 
know enough to earn a dollar and a half a day, but who 
Imagines he clearly understands the most intricate mys- 
teries of great business enterprises involving millions 
of capital and employing tens of thousands of men, and 
noisily preaches the doctrine that great success is great 
fraud.

by State Horticultural Commissioner 
Cooper and appoved by Gov. Pardee, 
in accordance with the quarantine 
laws of tho State. 


'Whereas, 
information 
has been 


received by this commission to the 
effect that the White Fly (A ley rod es 
citri) is prevalent in the States of 
Florida and Louisiana, and that it is 
found upon a wide range of plants 
and trees in Mioso States, whore it is 
a serious, costly and uncontrollable 
pest, and that oranges, loinons, citrus 
and other nursery stock, as well an 
herbaceous and other plants, are in- 
fested with said Whit" Fly; and. 


"Whereas, said Aleyrodes citri does 


not ejist, nor ever has existed upon 
any fruit, troo.s or plants in the State 
of California; and, 


"Whereas, there is great danger to 


be apprehended to the fruit industry 
of this State from tho importation of 
nursery stock, trees, 
fruits or plants 


from infected sections of Florida and 
Louisiana; therefore, 


"It, is declared, that a horticultural 


quarantine lie, and is hereliy ostab 
lished against, all fruit and nursery 
stock and plants imported from the 
States of Florida and Louisiana into 
the Stain of California, and all horti- 
cultural -commissioners and local in 
spectors arc hereby instructed to hold 
any and all such 
plants, 
fruit or 


nursery stock, subject- to the shippers 
thereof, fur exportation out of the 
State, and 
to take every necessary 


precaution to prevent Iho introduc- 
tion of the said White Fly i n t o their 
districts."
